That the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion coula not get a@ bill through the 
Minicipal Assempiy in 1902 without 


“greasing” it, was the charge made in 


‘open court Friday by Samuel P. Mc- 


Chesney, son of William S. McChesney 
Jr., president and general manager of 


the Terminal. 
S. P. McChesney appeared as counsel 


for the company in the Clark Avenue 


Police Court in a suit against it by the 
city for having tracks in Montrose ave- 
nue without an ordinance legalizing 
them. In an impassioned two-minute 
speech to the jury he declared that “‘if 
we were dishonest and had paid to get 
a bill through, we would not be de- 
fendants in this court today.” 

The suit was one of a series institut- 
ed by City Attorney Anderson against} 
the Terminal monopoly for occupying 
streets under permits from tHe Mayor 
without obtaining ordinances within six 
months, legalizing the permits, as re- 
quired by law. Technically, the charge 
is obstructing the streets. Of 11 cases, 
seven have been decided against the 
company, with fines aggregating $3300, 
and three have resulted in hung juries. 

“We Were Too Honest.” 

After the formal presentation of the 
case, McChesney stepped forward before 
the jury, his face flushing and his eyes 
sparkling. 

“Gentlemen,’’ he said, ‘‘we are brought 
into this court, not because we are ob- 
structing Montrose avenue, but because 
we have no ordinance legalizing our 
tracks there. Gentlemen, how gould we 
get an ordinance? At that time the 
ee , way to put an ordinance through

“If we were dishonést and had paid 
to get this bill through the Assembly, 
we would not be defendants here to- 
day. Wé ate summoned here, gentle- 
men, because we were too honest. 

‘We admit that we are running our 
cars and trains through Montrose ave- 
nue. We began doing so under a per- 
mit from Mayor Wells. The law re- 
quired that we get an ordinance from 
the Municipal Assembly within = six 
months and we did introduce such an 
ordinance. It failed, as I have,told you, 
because we wouldn’t ‘grease’ it.”’ 

The faces of Judge Tracy and the jury 
expressed surprise at this speech and 
McChesney took his seat, amid pro- 
found silence. Matthew Holland, an- 
other Terminal lawyer, followed him in 
a brief speech, touching only the tech- 
nical aspects of the suit. 

City Attorney Anderson 
swered McChesney: 

“The Terminal Railroad Association 
had its representatives at the time it 
obtained this permit from Mayor Wells, 
and well knew the conditions in the 
Municipal Assembly. It entered into a 
written agreement, and the men who 
signed it knew what they were about. 
They did not go into this thing blindly. 


Anderson Praises Assembly. 

‘Tf the Terminal sincerely wanted to 
observe the law, why has it not intro- 
duced a bill within the least year? We 
have never had a better and cleaner 
Municipal Assembly than the present 
one.

New International ‘Signal 
Hurries Boats to Aid of 
Stranded Kentucky. 








DISASTER FROM START 





Foundered Véssel Put In 
Once for Repairs on Way 
and Leaked’ Badly. 


By Associated Pees. ’ 
NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—-The steamer 


Kentucky of the Alaska Pacific Steam- 
ship Co. ig, sinking while struggling 
through heavy seas, 40 miles southeast 
of Cape Hatteras, today, her captain 
and the 75 men of her crew meanwhile 
struggling to keep the vessel afloat 
until aid can reach her. 

The first distress call from the Ken- 
tucky -was received by the Mallory Line 
steamer Alamo, which immediately pro- 
ceeded to the rescue, heading for lati- 
tude 32:18, longitude 76:43, where the 
Kentucky reported her poajtion. 

The message was the new inteéerna- 
tional distress “S O 8S” signal, the most 
urgent call that can be sent for aid to a 
disabled craft. 

Trip From First Is Stcrmy. 

The Kentucky recently was bought 
by the Alaska Pacific Steamship Co. 
from the Eastern Steamship Co. for the 
passenger trade between San Francisco, 
Seattle and Alaskan ports. 
fitted out here for her trip to the Pa- 
cific, and just before her sailing, a 
wireless apparatus was installed. 

The Kentucky, more than 200 feet in 
length, is commanded by Capt. Moore 
and for her trip around the Horn, 
shipped a crew of 75 men. She sailed 
from New York to Seattle on January 
23. Six hours after she passed Sandy 
Hook a wireless dispatch was received 
from her, saying she was leaking badly. 

Before she reached Newport News, 
where she put in for repairs, she nearly 
turned turtle during a heavy storm. 
Repairs were effected at the Virginia 
seaport and she sailed on February in 
continuation of her long voyage. 
ot Sines... her. - ce. 

News the Kentuclsy ound herself buf- 
feting seas which battefed hér sides and 
opened her seams. The weather off 
Hatteras has been very heavy recently 
and fears were éxpressed. that. the 
steamer might not successfully make 
the trip. 

Wireless Operator Quits. 

T. A. McLarney, the operator who ma- 
nipulated the key on the Kentucky 
hetween here and Newport News, de- 
clined to continue with the steamer 
further, his place being taken by W. G. 
Maginnis, who sent out the distress call 
today. 

On board theTship when she left here 
was the superintendent-engineer of the 
Alaska-Pacific company, E. Palaskett 
of Seattle, who superintended the re- 
fitting of the steamer at this port. 

The Kentucky was built in 1897 
Bath, -Me., and christened the Lincoln. 
She ran between Boston, Bath and 
Booth Bay for the Kennebec Steamship 
Co., Which sold her to the Flagler in- 
terests for service in Florida. The 
steamboat’s name was changed to the 
Martinique and after some service be- 
tween the ports of Miami, Nassau and 
Key West, the Martinique was sold to 
the Eastern Steamship Co. for service 
between New York and Boston. She 
was then rechristened the Kentucky. 

Boats on the Way to Give Aid. 

‘ WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Within five 
minutes after the first word of the 
Kentucky's peril was received lin Wash- 
ington, the machinery of the revenue 
cutter service and the Navy Depart- 
ment was set in motion to send aid to 
her. 

Rear Admiral William P. Potter im- 
mediately dispatched orders by wire- 
less to the battleship Louisiana, cruising 
off the coast on a 24-hour speed trial, 
to proceed to the Kentucky. 

The revenue cutter service rushed 
wireless orders to the cutter Yamacraw 
which was within 50 miles of the im- 
periled ship on a hunt for a derelict, 
and also ordered out the Seminole at 
Charleston. Officers of the revenue 
cutter service have figured out the po- 
sition of the Kentucky as being 210 
miles from Charleston. 

The Yamacraw, if she has not already 
heard through her wireless apparatus 
of the Kentucky’s plight, will receive 
notification immediately through the 
coast wireless stations. She should coy- 
er the 50 miles, under forced draught, 
within three or four hours. 

In addition to ordering the Yamacraw 
to proceed forthwith to the Kentucky's 
assistance, Capt. Ross, commandant of 
the service, has instructed Capt. Crist of 
the revenue cutter Séminole, in port at 
Charleston, also to steam at full speed 
to the point where the Kentucky re- 
ported she was sinking. The Seminole 
can cover the 210 miles in about 15 
hours, and be on the ocean by daylight 
tomorrow. ' 

Verse] Hastens to Assistance. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Feb. 4—The 
wireless station here today intercepted 
a message from the steamship Ken- 
tucky of the Alaska Pacific Line on its 
maiden voyage from New York to Pa- 
cific ports, saying that it is sinking 
in latitude 32.18, longitude 76.4. 
Mallory liner Alamo is proceeding with 
all haste to its assistance.

Dr. Hyde called up Dr. Twyman and 
Twyman told him to come to his of- 
fice, as he had a matter of import- 
ance to lay before him. Hyde went 
to the offtce and on the way threw 
something out of his pocket and 
stepped on it with his feet. Thomas ( 
Swope happened to be near enough 
to observe this an@ went to the spot 
. to see what Hyde had thrown out of 
his pocket. He found the remnants 
of two capsules, I afterwards went 
there and found a part of some cap- 
sules myself. When Dr. Hyde got 
to Twyman's office, he was told 
what the nurses had said. He ex- 
“pressed little surprise, did not de- 
mand an investigation and did not 
offer any explanation. He did pro- 
ceed to tell’ the story about Mrs. 
Swope taking the medicine, and he. 
said she was very much opposed to 
distilled water, ‘and the fact that 
this water was distilled was -why 
she made the outcry against it, but 


“that she had said then that he was 


trying to poison her. He did not say . 
anything about Mr. Swope’s déath 

and said little of anything, except 
that he would leave the house. I was 
sent for and when I got there he 
came down with his grips and Fran- 
ceg to, leave.

Hektoen came to Independence and 
he and Dr, Twyman made an autop- 
sy, and as I had to'be present look- 
ing for all the arrangements, I had 
the horrible expérience of wiageeing 
that. 

The autopsy showed that Chris- 
man’s brain was natural, and that 
there was no meningitis and revealed 
no pathological cause for his con- 
vulsions, nor for his death. The only 
condition certainly manifest was that 
Chrisman had a marked case of ty- 
phoid in its early stages, that is, of 
about one week’s duration. The next 
step was to analyse the contents of’ 
Chrisman’s stomach and some other 
organs and Dr. Hektoen took them 
with him to Dr. Haines. I will later 
give you the repert on this. 

While we were waiting to hear 
from this analysis, that is, on Jan. 7, 
Dr. Stewart of Kansas City called 
up Dr. Twyman and said he must 
see him about this matter. . Dr. 
Stewart is a bacteriologist, a bright 
young physician of fine character. 
He had been one of the experts who 
came here to attempt to locate the 
cause of the fever and had failed. 
He said it puzzied him greatly, and 
while Dr. Hyde was in New York it 
struck him suddenly with great 
force that on Nov. 10, 1800, Hyde had 
called at his office and said he was 


‘interested in bacteriology and said - 


he wanted some culture with which 
to experiment. Dr. Stewart gave 


‘him six cultures, two of them being 


typhoid and diphtheria. As soon as 
the thought that these cultures 
might have been improperly used 
came to him Dr. Stewart went to Dr. 
Hyde's office and told Hyde's clerk . 


' that he wanted to get some typhoid 


culture, that he had given some to 
Hyde not long before. 
She told him where to find it and 


he found the test tube which con- 


tained the typhoid culture and about 
half of the culture had been taken, 
The other culturas were undis- 


‘turbed, except the diphtheria cul- 


ture, from which a small part had 
been taken. Dr. Stewart removed the 
test tube containing the typhoid, 
showing by certain marks, as it 
does, exactly how much had been 
taken, and left another in its P 
containing germs which he had tried 
to devitalise, He saw Dr. Hyde aft- 
erwards and asked him if he ever 
used this culture and Hyde told him 
no, or gave him some answer sub- 
stantially meaning that he had not 
used them. 








Hyde’ s return pang New rare he 
had offered to-ineculate Mrs. S 
against typhoid by using this meth> 
od; indeed, at one time talked about 
vaccinating the whole family. , 

Dr. Stewart felt entitled to act as 
a detective on Dr. Hyde, because he 
felt he had been an unwilling in- , 
strument in his hands to aid in the. 
pe-petration of so great a crime. To 
test Dr. Hyde fufther, Dr. Stewart 
insisted upon having some of ‘Dr. 
Hyde’s blood with which he might 
make the blood test. If Hyde had 
typhoid this would show the living 
germs in the blood. Hyde, for some 
time, refused, but finally gave him 
the blood and it failed to show any 
typhoid. Dr Stewart was present 
when Hyde would be visited by oth- 
er physicians and he would glibly 
go over the conventional symptoms 
of typhoid and say that he had 
them. Dr. Stewart had never 
seen them. Dr. Stewart came 
té the conclusion that Hyde was 
feigning typhoid. He had left the 
Swope house finally on Dec. 48, and 
he had not been there except for a’ 
short while after the 13th. 

Dr. Hyde, as I remember, was at 
the Swope ‘home on Thankegiving 
and we are not cértain as to the 
time he was there except before 
that. The germs brought to the house 
at that.time, 0n Thanksgiving, would 
account for most of the cases. 

Dr. Hektoen arrived today from 
Chicago and brought the verbal re-

Governor Sounds Significant 


Note in Speaking for 
Deep Waterways. 


IMPLICATION IS DENIED 


Executive Sidesteps Presi- 
dential Indorsement, but 
Praises Panama Canal 
Project. 


The significant statement of Gov. 


Deneen of Illinojs at a banquet in East 
St. Louis that ‘back from Elba is com- 
ing Theodore Rooseveit, and at the en- 
trance to Panama Canal will be erscted 
a monument to the man who dared re- 
spond to the will and determination of 
the people,” is being construed by poli- 
ticlans ag_an indorsement of Roose- 
velt as President Taft’s successor in 
1912. 

The attitude of President Taft towards 
the Lakes-to-the-Guif deep waterway 
project is known to be very disappoint- 
ing to Gov. Deneen. On the other hand, 
Roosevelt gave the project his unquali- 
fied approval. Gov. Deneen has mapped 
out an extensive plan of waterway im- 
provement for Illinois, all of which 
dovetails with the ‘Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
project. In a large measure, the suc- 
cess of Gov. Deneen’s plans depends 
upon the success of the deep waterway. 

After the speeth, delivered before the 


East St. Louis Commercia! Club Thurs- 


day night, Gov. Deneen said he did not 
intend his remarks to be Interpreted as 
an indorsement of Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent in 1912, nor as a siap at President 
Taft. 

Gov. Deneen, however, is thoroughly 
familiar with the ‘“‘Back From Elba” 
movement, and tne ct that he men- 
tioned Rodosevelt’s attitude toward the 
Panama Canal and his willingness to 
respond to the demands of the people 
is sufficient to confirm in the minds of 
politicians that the Illinois Governor 
would like to see Roosevelt at the head 
of the nation again. 

Pians Big Improvements. 

The mention of Roosevelt was greeted 
with great applause. 

The development of the waterways of 
illinois was mapped out by Gov. De- 
neen as the big work of his administra- 
tion. He proposes to connect the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal with the Illinois 
River at the expense of the State as a 
substantial beginning of the great cen- 
tral trunk waterway. He told Presi- 
dent Taft in Washington in December 
that Illinois was willing to spend $100,- 
000,000 on the waterway, and turn it 
over to the Government without cost, 
retaining only the water-power rights, 
if the Government would furnish the 
money for the 14-foot channel] to the 
gulf. 

He has plans for improving other 
rivers in the State and utilizing the 
water power developed from them. 

Politicians regarded it ag significant 
that he went from East St. Louis to 
Watseka, in Speaker Cannon's district, 
to make a speech Friday. It is known 
that Gov. Deneen and Speaker Cannon 
are not on friendly terms politically. 
Cannon has shown no enthusiasm for 
the conservation plans of Gov. Deneen. 
That a fight is brewing between Deneen 
and Cannon, many leading politicians 
believe, is clearly indicated by the wa- 
terway situation. 

Frank Cc. Smith set the meeting afire 
with enthusiasm when he declared the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. had no right to the 
river front of East St. Louis. He said 
an investigation would probably show 
that the city owned the lari along the 
river front and he ofjjected to condemna- 
tion proceedings as an admission of 
ownership by the Wiggins Ferry, which 
in turn is owned by the Terminal As 
sociation. :

President of Board to Inquire 
Into Deposits to Bring 
Offenders Back. 


INJUSTICE ONE RESULT 


Instances Known of Escape 
of Guilty Persons Through 
System.

Col. John A. Laird, president of the 
Police Board, will take up and discuss 
with other officials of the police de- 
partment the strange conditions which 
make it necessary: for prosecuting - wit- 
nesses instead of the State to bear the 
expense of bringing prisoners to St. 
Louis, to stand trial for crimes com- 
mitted here. Col. Laird says that he 
has been aware of this rule,under whigh 
the St. Louis Police Department oper- 
ates since his connection with the de- 
partnoy nt. 

“But L have never looked far into the 


Laird. “I always 
regarded it as a fact which we had to 
fate and not a theory with which to 
wrestle. In fact, until I saw the ques- 
tion brought up in Thursday’s Port- 
Dispateh, I had not looked inte tre 
condition further than to know thet if 
existed. Now, however, I will take ix up 
with Chief Creecy at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

“The fact seems to be that the police 
have no fund with which to work. The 
Chief has a small fund, for secret serv- 
icé purposes, but it is insignificant, and 
could not be: put to this other use. 


How the System Works. 


“I know there are criminals who go 
free on account of this lack of a fund 
for extradition purposes. For instance, 
we have a magn arrested in Pittsburg. 
But we have ho money to send for~him. 
The prosecuting witness will not pay. 
The Pittsburg authorities hold him 2 
hours and then turn him loose, 

Col. Laird then discussed a hypothet- 
ical case of a thief who escaped from 
St. Louls to Alton with $1000, obtained 
by robbery. He was known to be in 
Alton and to still have the bulk of the 
$1000 on his person. The man he~ had 
robbed could not leave a deposit with 
the St. Louls police to pay the railread 
fare of the thief and a detective back 
here, for the reason that the thief hasip 
all his money. The Alton authorities 
might arrest the thier, but they could, 
not prosecute him because he must be 
tried at the scene of his crime. ;: 


‘Under the rule as it is enforced, 'hi' 


said Col. Laird, ‘‘the case ofthe thief 
in Alton might work out as atated.. But 
people should also keep in mind the 
hordes of persons who would try to 
have other persons brought. back to St. 
Louis to be tried for every imaginary 
sort of offense, if they knew that the 
State would stand the expense.”’ 


Scheme Cited in Conrt, 


The fact that the police compel prose- 
cuting witnesses to bear the expense 
of bringing prisoners back to St. Louls 
was used as an argument by Dr. W. F. 
Marten, 4042 North Eleventh street, in 
the trial of E. P. Billings in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, why the State 
should not presume to push the cage 
when the progecuting witness desires it 
dropped. 

Billings is a medical student, a pro- 
tege of Dr. Marten. , Some weeks ago 
he filled out a blank check for $25, 
that Dr. Marten had signed, and with- 
out authority, cashed it. Billings then 
went to Poplar Bluff. When Dr. Mar- 
ten found out what he had done, he 
had a warrant issued for’ Billings’ 
arrest. 

“You leave $25 deposit here and we’ll 
send for him,” Chief Creecy told him. 
“If there’s any change coming to you 
when the expenses are deducted it will 
be returned to you.” 

Detective George Mason brought -Bill- 
ings back from Poplar Biuff. He pre- 
sented an itemized expense account to 
Chief Creecy, showing that he expended

and prisoner. The remainder was 
turned to Dr. Marten. 

When the case was called before 
Judge Taylor Thursday, Dr. Marten told 
the Court that he had changed his 
mind. He said that whep he put up 
the deposit for the police to bring 
Billings back he was angry. 

State Could Lose Nothing, 


“The State will be out nothing,”’ Dr. 
Marten told the Court. “TI paid the ex- 
penses of this case.’ 

Judge Taylor said that he was not 
satisfied with the plea of Dr. Marten, 
but would think it over. 

Dr. Marten and Billings had. been 
close ‘friends for a number of years. 
The physician said he had aided Bil- 
lings in many ways and assisted him 
while he was attending a local medica! 
school. 

Chief Creecy agen Dr. Mar- 
tén-Billings case as &h example of why 
it would not always be well for the 
State to stand the expense of extradit- 
ing prisoners. 

“Dr, Marten in this case,” said the 
Chief, “would have dropped the prose- 
cution just the same if the State had 
paid to bring Billings back, and the 
State would be out the money, because 
of the whim of a prosecuting witness.”

MORGAN IS DISPLEASED 


He Would Have Things Quiet 
. Until After Corporation 
Act Is Passed. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4—Somebody be- 
came angered at somebody and then the 
go-called Guggenheim properties de- 
clined $23,000,000 in round figures. As 
far as can be learned there is no other 
explanation of yesterday’s smash. 

Wall street for five hours trembled on 


the verge of a panic. Prices were 
smashed in all directions. Marginal ac- 
counts were wiped out by the thousands. 
Rumors most sinister in character were 
spread throughout the financial district 
by those to whose interest it was that 
quotations for securities should fall. 
These rumors were repeated and en- 
larged upon by reckless gossipers who 
thronged brokers offices and the meet- 
They were of 
all ~warieties, but the one that seemed 
most popular reflected on the credit of 
one of tha largest bond houses in the 
city. So farsas could be ascertained 
there was not a particle of justification 
for that nor for any of the others. 
Although the greatest individual losses 
of the day were suffered by the Gug- 
genheim properties other securities were 
hit almost as hard. Desperate efforts 
were made to destroy Steel common, but 
the support afforded by J. P. Morgan 
was sufficiently strong to stem the tide 
and hold the net loss on this stock for 
the day at one and five-eighths points. 
The battle over it was one Qt the flerc- 
est ever fought in the stock’s history. 


Looked Like Copper War. 


Nothing authentic could be learned 
as to the real cause of the raid. In 
trustworthy circles, however, it was 
said that it had been oe ea by the 
War over certain copper properties, an 
attempt to consolidate which is being 
made. : 

According to this report the proposed 
merger does not meet the approbation 
of Mr. Morgan. Intimation to that ef- 
fect which had been conveyed to one of 
the belligerents, who had seen fit to 
defy the rules of the street. The smash 
in copper stocks on the curb and in the 
exchanges was the result. 

Mr. Morgan, it was added, does ot in- 
tend that plans for his $100,000,000 Cop- 
per Trust shall be jeopardized by any 
squabble between subordinates in .the 
battle that would attract the attention 
of trust “‘busters’”’ and induce prosecu- 


j tion under the Sherman anti-trust law. 


Mr. Morgan wants everything to re- 
main quiet until after the passage of 
the Federal incorporation bill, as sug- 
gested and advised by President. Taft. . 

Mr. Taft thinks that if corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce were 
organized under Federal charters it 
would be possible for the Government 
to supervise them without publicity, and 
thus correct evils and prevent the crea- 
tion of monopolies or trusts formed for 
the purpose of restraining trade and de- 
stroying competition. 


Corporations Are Satisfied. 

The corporations have no objection to 
try the experiment, because they be- 
live it will make them independent of 
the various State governments and to an 
extent will be a license. Therefore they 
have caused to be drafted a measure 
which they believe will meet the views 
of the President. This measure, it is 
said, has been vized and edited by Mr. 
Morgan. 

The intention is to have it introduced 
in Congress in the near future and rushed 
through in the belief that it will remove 
all legal obstacles in the path of the 
proposed big copper merger; which, if 
present: plans are carried out, will be 
the first corporation to take advantage 
of it. 

It was these plans which Morgan, it 
is said, believed were being impcrilled 
by the attempt to merge what is re- 
garded as a poor property with a good 
one for the purpose of' unloading the 
poor one on the proposed trust. And it 
was to remove the danger that threat- 
ened then that he summoned one of the 
chiefs in the present little copper war. 
This man, it is declared, saw fit to in- 
form Mr. Morgan he would do as he 
liked, with the result that monetary 
supplies were immediately tightened and 
a big drive at the copper stocks was 
made on the exchanges and the curb. 

In this drive the remainder of the 
stocks in the markets suffered, among 
them Morgan’s own pet Steel.

Suicide Wave Followed Mis- 
sionaries, Foreign’ Worker 
Tells: Laymen,

In Contrast to Past but One 
Woman Is Present in 


Conference. 
A : 

The introduction of Christianity ‘into 
Japan at first caused many suicides, 
the Rev. Dr. J. L. Dearing, a mission- 
ary, told the delegates to the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement at the morning 
session, Friday, at the Third Baptist 
Church, 

“The transfer of the seat of moral 
authority from Confucius to the indi- 
vidual conscience, as taught by Chnis- 
tianity, Was so sudden that many a man 
has been killed by the shock,’’ sald Dr. 
Dearing. 

“The moral unrest existing among 
thinking men in Japan today {ts illus- 
trated by the fact that the Ashe Shim- 
bun, a newspaper, has a bureau of con- 
sultation for those intending suicide, and 
sometimes receives as many as fifty 
letters a day from such persons, who 
are mostly students. 

“But Japan has as many Christian 
people today as there were in the whole 
world 100 years after Christ. The friend- 
ly attitude of the Government and na- 
tion towards Christian missionaries was 
displayed last October, 
tleth anniversary of the opening of the 
Protestant missions in Japan was cele- 
brated. 

“The Kokumin, regarded as the news- 
paper organ of the Government and the 
mouthpiece of the Emperor and premier, 
had an editorial reading: 

*“ "The development of Japan-as a first- 
class power during the last 530 years is to 
a great~extent attributable to the trou- 
ble taken by missionaries, who, in their 
churches and schools, have raised the 
moral standard of the Japanese and cul- 
tivated their minds. It is to be hoped 
that the missionaries will redouble their 
energies and zeal in promoting the wel- 
fare and nappiness of the Japanese!’ ”’ 

Friday's session was called to order at 
¥ a. m. by Judge Selden P. Spencer, 

ho immediately resigned the gavel to 
the permanent chairman, Col. Elijah W. 
Halford, United States Army, retired, of 
New York. The Rev. M:. Rhodes, pastor 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, of- 
fered prayer, and the delegates sang 
‘Blessed Be the Tie That Binds.”’ 

The delegates registered. who are all 
men, number 1631, from 2% Missouri and 
47 Illinois counties. 

Only one woman was permitted on 
the floor, and she was Miss Gill, sec- 
retary of J. W. Baker, executive sec- 
retary of the movement. She was in 
charge of registration. In the gal- 
leries were about 100 women, who re- 
membered the day, not so long ago, 
when the feminine members of the 
church were depended upon almost 
entirly for missinoary resources. 

Telegrams of greeting and congrat- 
ulation.were read from similar gath- 
erings now assembled in Jacksonville 
and Tampa, Fla., and Louisville, Ky. 
The slogan of the movement is “The 
Evangelization of the World in One 
Generation.” 

One Foreign Delegate. 

Col. Halford announced that the sub- 
ject of the morning’s addresses was “A 
Survey of the World Field,” to be dis- 
cussed by missionaries from Turkey, 
Africa, India, the Philippines, Japan, 
Korea and China. The only missionary 
of. foreign birth attending the confer- 
ence is the Hon. T. H.- Yun, president 
of the Songdo College, at Songdo, Ko- 
rea. 

Dr. Dearing took a rap at Speaker 
“Joe’’ Cannon, the energy of whose 
habitual maledictions has brought down 
upon his head the reproofs of many 
clergymen. 

“T knew a Japanese Count,” said the 
missionary, ‘‘to whom his fellow-mem- 
bers in the Parliament gave a banquet 
at the close of the term, and congrat- 
ulated him on his achievements as a 
legislator. Responding, he said: 

“"T¢ I have done anything it is due 
to the fact that each morning, before 
entering on my duties, I stood up, bowed 
my head and prayed.’ 

“Since arriving in America,’’ contin- 
ued Dr. Dearing, “I've wondered wheth- 
er many problems would not be solved 
if ‘Uncle Joe’ Cannon could be brought 
around to give the ‘same testimony.”

With or without a hint from 
thine $h he wana ct ¢ cue ieck WF te talk 
have agitated the system of Senator Warner. 
No rivalries within the party, no somnolent am- 
bitions stirring within the bosom of the Hon. 
Walter S. Dickey or the Hon..John C,. McKinley 
could strike so much terror to the me- soul | 
of Missouri’s Republican Senator as the fateful: 
news of the catastrophe in the Sixth District. 

More important and interesting than the elec- 
tion of a Democrat to succeed DeArmond is the 
demonstration of popular revulsion against the 
policy of subservience of which Warner is 
the most conspicuous exponent in the State. 
His 119 votes with Aldrich out of 127 times up 
will return yet many times to plague him. Re- 
publicans, -whistling to keep their courage up, 
admit the necessity which counsels making Can- 
non the national scapegoat and presses still 
harder in Missouri where the repudiation of 
privilege and plutocracy has already begun and 
the revolt is on record. 

Whatever else may happen Warner is done 
for. A despairing suggestion is that Dickey will 
now declare himself a candidate for the Senate. 
Clearly this is an assertion that Dickey has none 
of Warner’s weaknesses, As a matter of fact 
he has them all. As chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee he is “regular’’—splen- 
didly or horribly “regular.” In Republican par- 
lance Missouri is an insurgent State. But no 
insurgent aspirant has appeared to clatm recog- 
nition. The whole organization is as “regular” 
as Warner and Bartholdt, as standpat as the 
party organ and Nagel. Hadley is the only 
leader who has shown even a semblance of in- 
dependence of thought and Hadley can see poli- 
tics only through the lens of organization. He 
is always for the party first. But he may re- 
form his way: in this respect. He must to win. 

But under any circumstances Warner is ex- 
cess baggage which the party in Missouri can 
carry only under the heaviest penalties, 
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Secretary Nagel will speak in Chicago Febru- 
ary 17. With no election impending there the 
administration felt perfectly safe in permitting 
it. 
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SOME STRANGE IDEAS. 

President Taft in dismissing Pinchot from 
office wrote to him: “By your conduct you 
have destroyed your usefulness to those who hold 
the Republican party as the Government.” James 
J Hill in urging the adoption of a comprehensive 
plan of swamp drainage by the Government 
said: 

Unless we wait upon the slow progress of public 
enlightenment and the reluctance of people to tax 
themselves now for future benefit, reliance must be 
Placed upon some such measure as has been already 
proposed to Congress but not adopted. 

Words are the expression of ideas. President 
Taft evidently looks upon the Repyblican party 
as the Government. James J. Hill thinks if the 
people are reluctant to tax themselves, Congregs 
ean do it for them. That the party in power 
‘should: serve the Government and not bend the 
powers of Government to the service of partisan 
needs, is doubtless a creed beyond the under- 
standing of the administration. That Congress 
can impose no tax without the consent of the 
people, is probably a principle that James J. Hill 
thinks ought to be forgotten. Such are the 
ideas that 40 years of government for privilege 
and plutocracy have engendered in the minds of 
the privileged clases. The Republican party must 
be looked upon as the Government says Taft. 
If the people are reluctant to tax themselves, says 
James J. Hill, let Congress do it. 
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Kansas farmers are selling their hogs because 
of scarcity of feed.

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A JERSEY JUMBLE. 

By the Common Council of Trenton, New Jer- 
sey, an ordinance has been enacted forbidding 
the trolley company to collect fares from pas- 
sengers unless provided with seats. The intent 
of the Council was to force the company to run 
more cars and to give better service. The effect 
has been to disturb the public more than the 
company. 

We are told that the moral and strengthening 
influence of the ordinance is such that men no 
longer complain when they have to stand up. 
It seems they even prefer standing. Frequently 
they are seen on the street corners waiting for 
a packed car to come along so that they will 
not have :O-take a‘seat on entering. Nay, more. 
The ordinance provides that conductors must re- 
fund fares to men who give up their seats to 
women. Consequently ho woman any longer lacks 
a seat. ve 
The force the new courtesy has had its 
effect on the ladies. They are no longer eager 
to get seats. They do not look scornfully on 
the wretch who dares to retain a seat while 
they stand. On the contrary they too have 
developed a sudden strength und steadiness of 
limb, and some of them decline to accept a 
seat when offered. These are the first effects 
of the no-seat no-fare law. They illustrate the 
unexpected results of experimental law-making. 

Up to date 82 Americans have completed their 
course at Oxford under the Rhodes scholarships, 
and 81 of them have returned to America and 
are lost in the crowd. 

_ ARE WOMEN "EXTRAVAGANT? 

Are American women extravagant? President 

Taft didn’t go as far as President Ripley of the

Besides most women don’t smoke. Neither do 
they. drink. They are differently constituted 
and dffferently trained. Of course there are some 
extravagant women and some penurious men. 
But as they run women get more joy out.of a 
bargain than out of the thing bargained for. 
They have a clearer view of details. They are 
not easy victims. They are always skeptical 
and they never forget that ten dollars is a vast 
sum of money.: Some day they may have some- 
thing to say about appropriation for the Govern- 
ment. Then lack of money would never cause 
the postponement of such a thing as deep water- 
ways. 
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After selling two pigs to a butcher reserving the 
hams and shoulders for himself, a Jersey farmer 
found he owed the butcher $2.85. Lucky farmer! 
We shudder to think what it would have cost 
him to make such a trade in the West End of 
St. Louis.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The political situ- 


ation. remains the one topic. of uni- 
versal, @bsorbing interest for the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. The magnitude of the 
problems involved are unparalleled in 
the -history of party government here 
and the methods for solving them have 
all the fascination of uncertainty. 

* What the Cabinet will “do is not 
known, although Mr. Asquith’s pledge 
seems to give him no option but to 
obtain first of all the King’s guarantee 
that enough new peers shall be cre- 
ated to carry any measure sent up by 
the Liberal government to the House 
of Lords. 

Willlam O’Brien and Timothy Healy 
have committed themselves to the 
Tories, alleging that the Liberal home 
rule professions are dishonest and that 
nothing is to be t from the Liberal 
party by Ireland except increased tax- 
ation. These independents would not 
hesitate to support even the House of 
Lords, despite its unrelieved record of 
hostility to Ireland, if by so doing they 
could provoke complications damaging 
to the Nationalist party. 

They have’ declared positively that 
they will oppose the budget on account 
of the increased tax on whisky, and 
that they will denounce the Nationalists 
as traitors to Irish interests if they fail 
to do likewise. 

‘ Whisky Tax Unpopular. 

John Redmond and the Nationalists 
will have a difficult card to play, for 
the whisky tax is intensely unpopular 
in Ireland. They say that this tax is 
collected now, and that Balfour com- 
mitted himself to adopt it if he were re- 
turned to power by the elections so Ire- 
land would gain-nothing, and invoke a 
regime of coercion accompanied by a 
reduction of Irish representation if they 
assisted Balfour to office. 

So the Nationalists took to the larger 
issue of crippling the House of Lords, 
whose veto has been the greatest obsta- 
cle to Irish reform, and thelr action will 
be governed by that consideration. 

Speculation is also busy with the prob- 
able attitude of the King toward Mr. 
Asquith’s demand. It is believed in 
some quarters that the King gave to 
Mr. Asquith an understanding before the 
general election that if the Liberals got 
a substantial majority he would give 
to Mr. Asquith the required guarantees. 
’ The King’s mind remains a mystery, 
though it is generally expected that at 
the outset, anyway, he will attempt to 
bring about some compromise to save 
the peers.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—There is every 
kind of indication that there will be a 
speedy trial of Jack Johnson in connec- 
tion with the indictment handed up 
against the colored pugilist by the grand 
jury, charging him with having com- 
mitted the crime of assault in the sec- 
ond degree. 

Judge Join W. Goff, who presides in 
the criminal branch of the Supreme 
Court, signed an order transferring the 
Johnson indictment from the Court of 
General Sessions to the Supreme Court, 
criminal branch.

Moss will have charge of the case as 
far as the prosecution is concerned. Mr. 
Moss has not made up his mind yet just 
when he will cal] Johnson to the bar.
